60 Reported Dead 
Cholera Epidemic 
Grows in Istanbul 


ISTANBUL, Turkey (AP) — 


Istanbul was under a virtual 
state of siege Saturday as the 
governors of two adjoining prov- 
inces banned persons from the 
cholera-stricken city. 


Up to 60 persons were report- 


ed dead and more than 2,000 
hospitalized from the disease, 
which broke out four days ago 
in slums outside the city's walls. 
The official death toll stands at 
25. 


The epidemic has spread to 


lower-income suburbs and to 
neighboring towns. 


The Aegean port city of Izmir 


reported its first cases Saturday 
night, Anatolia news agency 
said. Other cases have been iso- 
lated at Canakkale on the Dar- 
danelles, at Samsum on the 
Black Sea, and at towns in 
Thrace and eastern Asia Minor.

How to Teach 
Yourself to Cook 


By KEVIN V. BROWN 


I had already tried some 


easy things, like scrambled 
eggs or broiled chops, 
from necessity—that's 
spelled "hunger." But this 
Sunday morning I was go- 
u*g- JOJ>ranch out and try 
something exotic straight 
out of a fancy cookbook, 
Eggs Benedict. 


I lined everything up. Muffins in 


the toaster, Canadian bacon sizzling 
in a buttered pan, eggs poaching in 
a water-filled skillet, and egg yolks 
being whisked briskly in the top of 
a double boiler, while I gradually 
added, drop by drop, the melted 
butter and lemon juice. 


When I finished, the kitchen was 


a disaster area. No less than five 
pots and pans and an assortment 
of cutlery, kitchen utensils, and 
measuring spoons were strewn about 
the stove and its environs, all of 
them with the residue from my 
experiment hardening on them right 
before my eyes. 


And all I had to show for it were 


two scrawny-looking eggs and shriv- 
eled-up bacon on burned muffins, 
with a sickly sauce lying uncertainly 
over all. I thought, what have I 
created? 


Fll tell you What I created. I cre- 


ated an attitude: Why cook some- 
one else's way? 


back to your own childhood. 


Weren't the greatest sandwiches you 
ever ate the "Dagwood creations" 
you made yourself out of what was 
available m the refrigerator? Who 
needed advice then' You just 
slapped things together, using what 
your stomach liked best. 


Recipes in the cookbooks are like 


music. The ingredients and the 
notes are written down by an ex- 
pert, the same for all, but you can 
interpret them in any way you like. 


Once you keep your eye on that 


rule—cook to please yourself, your 
appetite as well as your hunger— 
then you are on your way to learn- 
ing how to cook, and enjoying it. 


Even so, you're going to make 


mistakes. Go ahead and make them, 
but learn from them. You'll buy 


fresh food, use part of it and let 
the rest rot. You'll buy exotic in- 
gredients, use them in one recipe 
and let the rest waste away on the 
shelf. You'll buy special equipment, 
use it for one special meal, then 
never again. Learn the art of kitch- 
en logistics. Equipment can be your 
most expensive investment 


I recently saw one of the tele- 


vision cooks take a chilled marble 
slab from the refrigerator, pour 
some hot chocolate sauce on it, let 
it set, then scrape it off to form 
chocolate curls. A marble slab! He 
saved himself, though, by turning 
it over. It had his name and birth 
date engraved on the other side. 
"When Fm through with it," he 
said, leering into the camera, 'Til 
use it for my tombstone." 


Get a basic cookbook that will 


tell you as much about foods— 
how long to cook the vegetables, 
which cuts of meat need five min- 
utes in a skillet or two hours in 
the oven—as it does how to use 
them in recipes. 


I don't want to get caught in the 


crossfire about who are better cooks, 
men or women. To me, cooking is 
neither an art nor a science, but 
an attitude, and it has no sex. My 
mother was a great cook. My sister 
hates it. Both my brother and I 
cook, and we love it. I have two

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married nieces. One doesn't 
cook at all, and the other is 
just beginning, making the 
usual beginner's mistakes. 
But she's a healthy young 
thing and she enjoys herself 
in the kitchen. She'll make 
it, too. 


•hen get started. The eas- 


iest way is the simplest way. 
Just imagine — God forbid! 
— that it's your last day on 
earth. You can have any- 
thing you want for break- 
fast, lunch, and' dinner. 
Drawn that fine, you're ob- 
viously going to pick your 
three favorite meals. So 
learn how to cook them 
well. 


Fve known more than one 


person who said he'd choose 
bacon and eggs, toast and 
coffee as his last meal, re- 
gardless of time of day. 
Breakfast dishes, often 
sloughed off in some homes, 
are a great American insti- 
tution. Bacon and eggs are 
fine and might do for a last 
meal, but for an everyday 
dish, they might get a bit 
tiresome. 


I prefer omelettes. They 


hardly ever turn out the 
same way twice, mostly be- 
cause you can put almost 
anything you want, includ- 
ing warmed-up leftovers, in 
the center. (My favorite fill- 
ing is black currant jelly.) 


make it too com- 


plicated. I use my old beat- 
up Teflon skillet and a rub- 
ber spatula. Get the eggs 
nearly done, put in the fill- 
ing, then with the spatula 
loosen the eggs from the 
bottom, fold over the left 
side; slide the right side onto 
the plate; then turn the skil- 
let over with a single-jointed, 
normal flip of the wrist. I 
haven't missed yet. 


Lunch often means sand- 


wiches. If you eat lunch at 
home, or even on weekends, 
you can have a ball. Dag- 
wood combinations are still 
great, and sandwiches are an 
imaginative means for get- 
ting rid of leftovers. Flank 
steaks, one of ths easiest 
cuts to do, are even better 
next day cold. 


Warming up leftovers is 


not as unappetizing as it 
sounds. Many of the world's 
great recipes, in fact, espe- 
cially those done as stews 
or in sauces, recommend 
just that. The famous French 
beef Burgundy is an exam- 
ple — cook it one day, leave 


it overnight, and warm it up and eat it the 
next. What happens was described by one 
of the all-time great American cooks, Huck- 
leberry Finn, "The juices get a chance to 
swap around a little." 
_ 


Apropos of beef Burgundy, I must have 


gone through at least a dozen beef-Burgundy 


recipes without finding any two of them 
alike. So I concocted my own. Here's how 
to do it: basically, after studying the recipes, 
I found that beef Burgundy is just beef 
cooked in red wine with small white onions. 
Anything else is optional. 


If I were to choose a dish for my "last 


meal," I think I would make it fettucine- 
It's surely one of the all-time great 
creations, yet it's unbelievably simpte*-just 
noodles, butter or margarine, cream, ground 
pepper, and grated Italian cheese.

New for Vacations 
Underwater Parks 


By NORMAN SKLAREWTTZ 
wrant a nice quiet vaca- 
tion where there are no 
crowds, no pollution—only 
fantastic plant and animal 
life and a myriad of shapes 


* and colors you've probably 


never even imagined? 


It's not a dream, but rather the 


newest thing in public recreation— 
underwater parks. 


In fact, the fantastic world under 


sea is shaping up to be the country's 
next outdoors attraction. There are 
already underwater parks in Florida, 
the Virgin Islands, and underwater 
preserves slated to become parks 
soon in California. All share the 
common goal to introduce the pub- 
lic to the lovely and exciting scenes 
beneath the sea and, simultaneous- 
ly, to protect marine life from the 
ravages of commercial exploitation 
that has spoiled many land resorts. 


IVIost popular of the underwater 
vacation spots is Florida's John Pen- 
nekamp Coral Reef State Park. It 
encompasses 75 square miles in area 
off Key Largo in the Atlantic Ocean. 
On shore are 72 acres of camp- 
grounds, parking, a children's play- 
ground, and other similar park facili- 
ties. But what brings thousands of 
visitors each year to this park is what 
lies beneath the sparkling water of 
the Largo Sound. Here is the only 
living reef formation along the coast 
of North America. 


To explore this magical marine 


world, visitors should expect to get 
more than their feet wet. Divers "able 
to use scuba equipment have the best 
opportunity to explore the park's 
depths. But for those not qualified to 
use such gear, simple snorkel masks 
provide an entry into the silent and 
mysterious domain of the sea. For 
those who prefer not to get even that 
close to the water, the park provides 
glass-bottom boats. 


California plans to develop a string 


of underwater parks along her spec 
tacular Pacific Ocean coastline. Thi 
first is expected to be at Point Lobos 
a dramatic park reserve just a fev 
miles down the rugged cliffline fron 
picturesque Monterey. Point Lobo 
has long attracted divers eager to ex 
plore its incredible marine canyons 
bridges, caves, and tunnels. 


Another California site- for an un 


derwater park is slated to be at Tor 
rey Pines in San Diego county. It 
features include a rock bottom, tw< 
submarine canyons with great gorges 
and distinctive marine biological life 
As a bonus to visitors is the possibili 
ty of finding prehistoric Indian arti 
facts as the area now underwate 
was an Indian campsite about 7,00( 
years ago. 


Robert Bates, a member of tb 


California Advisory Board on Un 
derwater Parks and Reserves, call 
marine recreation an "overlooke* 
baby" in the total outdoor recreatioi 
scene. He and other experts haw 
been working for over three year 
planning for a network of underwa 
ter parks. Foremost in their mind 
are the proper use of the area 
and protection from commercial ex 
ploitation. They want to be sure tha 
mistakes made on land in the pas 
won't be repeated under the sea. 


With proper support from Govern 
ment agencies and a concerned pub 
lie, underesa parks can one day sooi 
join all the other types of Americai 
playgrounds. Paul E. Schulz, a U.S 
National Park Service naturalist, see 
the possibility of sight-seeing subma 
rines :that can take visitors in com 
plete safety and air-conditioned corn 
fort through the scenic depths. Per 
haps even submarine "trails" an« 
tunnel walkways to permit nondiver 
to peer through glass-viewing port 
at the sea life outside. With sucl 
enthusiasm, there seem no majo 
problems ahead for underwater rec 
reation. Except maybe, how to keej 
the picnic basket dry. ^

Five years ago this award-winning actress gave up her career; now, in a limited way, she's bacjk

"ive years ago few readers 


would have had difficulty rec- 
ognizing this week's cover 
girl, Elizabeth Ashley. At 25 
she was considered one of the 
most promising young ac- 
tresses of Broadway and 
Hollywood.

Tony Awards for "Take Her, She's 
Mine," and was the star of Broadway's 
comedy smash, "Barefoot in the Park." 
In Hollywood, she had costarred with 
future husband George Peppard in "The 
Carpetbaggers" and followed this with 
"Ship of Fools" and "The Third Day." 
Then suddenly, she retired. 


Why would a girl throw away her 


career at the precise time she could 
have had almost anything she wanted? 
And why, five years later, would she 
come back, first in a tv special, then 
in a low-budget, two-hour movie-for- 
tv, "Harpy," in which she shares acting 
honors with Hugh O'Brien? 


I put those questions to Elizabeth 


when we met for lunch in Beverly Hills. 


f\& for her retirement, Elizabeth was 
brutally frank. "I was headed for self- 
destruction. Had I gone on, I would 
have ended up like so many successful 
actresses- at 45 I would have been 
bored, drunk too much, and probably 
have been on pills. I would have been 
mentally corrupt and anything but wom- 
anly. I was much too successful too 
soon—at 21 I was the youngest person 
ever to win the Tony Award. At that 
time, acting was my «ntire life. I was 
the actress, and nothing else mattered." 


In all fairness to Elizabeth Ashley, 


who was born in Ocala, Fla., it must be 
pointed out that she didn't have an easy 
time in the beginning. Her parents were 
divorced when she was three. 


Liz was still a teen-ager when she
